Elections Canada is the non-partisan 
agency responsible for the conduct _ 
of federal elections. 
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This guide contains information that 
you as a voter should know for this 
federal election. 


Parliament has recently passed new 
legislation on federal elections. If you 
are qualified to vote, it is important for 
you to be aware of the changes to the 
law and how they may affect you. 


HOW THIS FEDERAL 
ELECTION IS DIFFERENT 


Voter registration

In most of Canada, there will be no 
enumeration. Instead, the voters list from the 
October 26, 1992 federal referendum will be 
re-used. 


Additions and changes to the voters list can now 
be made up to 6 p.m. on the Wednesday before 
Election Day. 


A special procedure is available by which voters 
in both urban and rural areas can vote on 
Election Day, if they have been unable to have 
their names added to the voters list before 
Election Day. i

Voters can vote at any time after the election is 
called. 


Voters who will be away from their riding on 
Election Day can vote by special ballot. 


Proxy voting has been replaced by voting by 
special ballot. 


A new International Registry has been 
established for voters residing outside Canada, 
who may now vote by special ballot. 


Voters can deposit the ballot into the ballot box 
themselves.

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QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS 


™ Who can vote? 


You are eligible to vote if you are a Canadian 
citizen at least 18 years of age. 


™ Who is on the federal 
voters list? 


(| If your name was on the voters list for the 
federal referendum, and you have not moved or 
changed your name, your name should still 
appear correctly on the voters list. 


Special arrangements are being made to register 
voters in most new subdivisions, apartment 
buildings and institutions. 


Elections Canada will send you a Federal Voters 
List Revision Card confirming that your name 
appears on the list. It is a good idea to bring the 
card with you when you go to vote. 


L] You should have your name added to the voters 
list or have corrections made if: 


™ you have moved since October 1992; 


™ you were qualified to vote in the federal 
referendum, but your name did not appear 
on the voters list; 


™ you have changed your name since October 
1992; 


™ you have turned 18 years of age or gained 
Canadian citizenship since October 1992. 


If my name appeared on 

a recent provincial voters 
list, will it be on the federal 
voters list? 


Elections Canada does not use provincial, territorial 
or municipal voters lists, since the qualifications to 
vote may not be the same in each area. For example, 
a person registered on the permanent voters list for 
British Columbia is not automatically on the federal 
voters list. Watch for your Federal Voters List Revision 
Card to know whether you are on the federal list. 


™ How can | have a change or 
apaition made to the voters 
list? 


Elections Canada offers several options for adding 
your name to the voters list or making other 
changes after the Federal Voters List Revision Cards 
have been sent out: 


L] Visit one of the revisal offices for your riding. 


L] Ask your Elections Canada office to send 
revising agents to your home. 


[] Visit the Elections Canada office for your riding. 


Revisions to the voters list can be made right up 
to 6 p.m. on the Wednesday before Election Day. 
You will need identification. 


If you know someone who should be added to 
the voters list or have changes made, please pass 
this publication on. 
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While it is strongly recommended that you make 
sure your name appears on the voters list, a special 
procedure is available by which voters in both 
urban and rural areas can still vote on Election Day 
if they have been unable to have their names added 
to the list before Election Day. 


~) What if I have a disability? 


The law now provides for improved accessibility for 
all voters. All polling stations should have level 
access. If your polling station is one of the few that 
do not have level access, your local Elections 
Canada office will indicate where else you can vote. 
Information is also available about services for 
persons with a hearing disability or a visual or other 
disability. 


' When and where 
can | vote? 


On Election Day, you vote at the polling station at 
the address shown on the Federal Voters List Revision 
Card that you will receive from Elections Canada. 
The polls are open from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. (The times 
may differ in ridings with more than one time 
zone.) 


™ What if | cannot vote on 
Election Day? 


Anyone whose name appears on the voters list can 
vote at the advance poll. For information on the 
advance poll for your area, watch for your Federal 
Voters List Revision Card. 


New legislation also allows voters to vote early 
by special ballot. To obtain a special ballot, you 
must complete an application form, available from 
any Elections Canada office. You can then vote by 
mail or in person at the Elections Canada office for 
your riding. 

Any eligible voter can vote by special ballot. 
This includes those unable to go to their polling 
station on Election Day, for example: students 
at university away from their home; business 
travellers; or anyone on vacation. This method 
also allows most Canadian citizens living or 
travelling outside Canada to vote. Hospitalized 
voters or those with a disability may also vote 
early by special ballot.

Have the riding boundaries 
changed? 


This federal election will be conducted using the 
same riding boundaries that were used for the 
1988 federal election.
